In the first few weeks of in- 
stallation of Brampton's new 
traffic speed enforcement 
cameras, one of them has 
been repeatedly vandalized. 

The vandalism came to 
light earlier this week, after 
five automated speed en- 
forcement (ASE) cameras 
were installed in key school 
zones and designated com- 
munity zones throughout 
the city. The defaced sign, 
located near the intersection 
of McLaughlin Road and 
Ray Lawson Boulevard, had 
been marked with spray 
paint last week just before 
cleanup crews arrived to re- 
pair the damage. However, 
the sign was defaced again 
as of Wednesday morning,

with the words "Hundas Jatt 
Privilege" painted on one 
side of the sign. 

"Vandalism has no place in 
our community," said Gary 
Collins, the director of com- 
munications for Brampton 
Mayor Patrick Brown's of- 
fice, when reached for com- 
ment Wednesday afternoon. 
In a statement, Collins said 
the damage has been re- 
paired and the cameras are 
currently being tested. "The 
city has zero tolerance for 
speeding and the ASE cam- 
eras will increase the safety 
on our roads." 

However, it appeared as of 
Wednesday morning that 
the city was unaware of the 
second defacement, as the

graffiti was still present on , 


the sign. 

Municipalities across Peel 
have begun quickly to curb 
reckless and dangerous driv- 
ing, though some have faced 
challenges.

Mississauga is aiming to 
have zero fatalities from 
fatal or injury-causing col- 
lisions this year, said the 
city’s commissioner of 
transportation and works, 
Geoff Wright. “We are 
moving forward with nu- 
merous projects including 
lowering speed limits and 
implementing speed re- 
duction initiatives, such as 
traffic calming, Commu- 
nity Safety Zones, and (a) 
Crossing Guard program.”

even seniors use. We have 
had issues for years with 
speeding in these areas, 
and it was decided to uti- 
lize speed radar cameras to 
help keep the area safe for 
residents. 

To have a camera vandal- 
ized within the first week, 
now again after it was in- 
stalled, is totally unaccept- 
able and_ shows _ total 


disregard for the safety of 
residents in the area by 
those who are responsi- 
ble." 

The defacing of speed 
limit cameras is not a new 


occurrence. This past June, 
police in Toronto began a 
hunt for a thief who stole 
an 800-pound photo radar 
machine that usually re- 
quires a hydraulic lift to 
move. 

After the machine was 
stolen from near Parkdale 
early last month, officials 
asked the public for help, 
noting that the equipment 
was taken from the area 
during the June 10-12 
weekend. The weight of the 
machine is approximately 
equal to the weight of a 
moose. 


This theft is at least the 
fifth time Toronto's "auto- 
matic speed execution" 


cameras have been stolen. 
Each is worth about 
$50,000. 


"These cameras make 
money... the person who 
attacked them was not a 
boy or a new driver," said a 
Brampton resident, who 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity. "They are ordi- 
nary drivers and use cars to 
do business every day. 
They are working hard to 
defend their livelihoods."

More than 800,000 
people commit suicide 
every year, according to 
the World Health Or- 
ganization. 

In 75 per cent of low-

and middle-income 
countries, pesticide poi- 
soning, drug overdoses, 
self-inflicted wounds 
from weapons and self- 
immolation is common. 

According to the lat- 
est available data, Sta- 
tistics Canada estimates 
that approx. eleven 
people die by suicide 
each day and 4,000 
deaths from suicide 
each year. Every third 
death by suicide occurs 
to a resident in the 45- 
59 age group. 

Suicide is the second 
leading cause of death 
among young people 
and young people (45- 
34 years old). 

Compared with 
women, the suicide rate 
for men is three times 
higher. 

In addition, the Cana- 
dian Armed Forces qui- 
etly revealed that 20 
active-duty soldiers 
committed suicide last 


year, which is the 
largest number of sui- 
cides since 2014. 

Early this year, in 
Feb. 2020, 29-year-old 
Manjot Singh report- 
edly committed suicide 
after jumping into the 
Fraser River in Vancou- 
ver, Canada. 

Since the legalization 
of this behavior in 2016, 
the number of assisted 
deaths has increased 
every year. 

As of Dec. 31, 2019, 
13,946 people have 
chosen to end their lives 
with the assistance of a 
doctor. 

Overall, there were 
7,336 written applica- 
tions for assisted sui- 
cide in 2019, but more 
than a quarter (26.5 per 
cent) did not result in 
death. In more than 
half of cases, patients 
die before surgery. 

To reduce the suicide 
rate among young peo- 


for me 


ple of all ages, a joint 
strategy is being devel- 
oped at national and in- 
ternational level. 
Suicide is the leading 
cause of death among 
young people aged 15- 
29. 
The search for a solu- 
tion to this problem has 
been going on for some 
time. 

People over 50 years 
old commit suicide due 
to several factors, such 
as excessive stress. 

Constant family 
strife, lack ofjob oppor- 
tunities, loss of busi- 
ness, greed for more, 
drug abuse, and mod- 
ern lifestyle stress lean 
also ead a person to sui- 
cide. 

Suicide is not a men- 
tal illness in itself. How- 
ever, it is a potentially 
serious consequence of 
treatable mental disor- 
ders, including signifi- 
cant stressors, bipolar 


disorder, _post-trau- 
matic stress disorder, 
borderline personality 
disorder, schizophre- 
nia, substance use dis- 
orders, and_ eating 
disorders include pneu- 
monia and anorexia 
nervosa. 

The World Health 
Organization's Global 
Action Plan for Mental 
Health provides an op- 
portunity for coordi- 
nated action to raise 
awareness of suicide 
and prevent it. 

Family, friends, com- 
munity and govern- 
ment need to work 
together to identify sui- 
cidal warning signs of 
growing depression. 

Suicide warning signs 
such as drug abuse, in- 
creasing divorce, more 
depressed mood, long- 
lasting sadness for the 
future, loneliness, 
changing perspective, 
sudden anger, despair, 


negative thinking, infe- 
riority complex, sudden 
peace, self-loathing. 

Harmful behaviour, 
physical and mental ill- 
nesses compel the good 
to decide to commit 
Suicide. Every suicide 
threat should be taken 
seriously. 

Life is precious. Al- 
ways take care of your 
family, friends, and the 
community in a state of 
mental distress, chang- 
ing over time, with the 
community's coopera- 
tion and organizations 
doing good. 

In a fast-paced life, 
every person should get 
in the habit of coping 
with adversity by main- 
taining self-confidence.

From _ busking 
with her brothers 
as a nine year old 
Fiddling Scare- 
crow, Darcey Baker 
is a seasoned per- 
former. 

To be clear, they 
were not living on 
the streets; rather, 
they were saving 
money — towards 
their future educa- 
tions with their 
company, Party 
Face. 

Fast forward and 
we find Darcey as 
one of three area 
students who was 
awarded a scholar- 
ship from Headwa- 
ters Arts in 2019. 


She applied this 
towards her tuition 


for the Triple 
Threat Musical 
Theatre Diploma 


Program at Ran- 
dolph College for 
the Performing 
Arts in Toronto. 
The application 
Darcy made_ to 
Headwaters Arts 
included some im- 
pressive accom- 
plishments. 
Darcey brings a 
strong sense of mu- 
sicality to all of her 
activities. From an 
early age she was 
balancing practical 
training with the 
Royal Conservatory 


of Music in Voice, 
Violin and Theory 
all within a five- 
year period, while 
maintaining a 
Grade A average at 
high school. 

My recent Zoom 
interview with 
Darcey was fasci- 
nating as, despite 
the challenges of 
the pandemic, she 
was as_ intensely 
productive and fo- 
cused as her appli- 
cation had 
indicated. 

For instance, in 
the last term’s stud- 
ies of Twelfth 
Night, there were 
three monologues 


to deliver. Hers 
was Viola’s. This 
term they are work- 


ing with Measure 
for Measure, deep 
into technical 
analysis with, for 
instance, scansion 


[rhythm]. 
Curious, I later 
looked up this term 


and found even 
more reason to be 
impressed with 
their rigorous 
course of study. 
Some of Darcey’s 
favourite Shake- 
speare plays in- 
clude Hamlet, 
Macbeth, and Mid- 
summer’s Night 
Dream but she likes 
Hamlet the best be- 
cause of the drama. 
She played He- 
lena in Midsum- 
mer’s Night Dream 


with Theatre Or- 
angeville last year. 
The rehearsal 
schedule _ started 
with eight hours a 
day, then moved up 
to a grueling pace 
of 13 hours daily, 
six days a week. 

Nevertheless, 
Darcey’s face lit up 
describing the level 
of community in- 
volvement created 
when they set up at 
the Orangeville 
Farmers’ Market 
and had the public 
helping to make the 
mushrooms 
needed for props. 

I asked about how 
she was able to re- 
hearse roles and to 
practice dance at 
home with virtual 
tools. After all, how 
would this translate 
when the nature of 
dance and theatre 
was to capture and 
interpret the dy- 
namics of move- 
ment and 
relationship __be- 
tween and amongst 
others? 


As Darcey ex- 
plained what her 
own setup was, 


again, I was struck 
by the self-disci- 
pline and focus that 
this required. 

Yes, I could see 
that she was fortu- 
nate compared to 
some people in her 
class who, she ex- 
plained, only had a 
cell phone to use as 


a screen. 

While she had 
their family exer- 
cise room to use as 
her dance studio 
and the big screen 
TV her monitor, ar- 
guably much better 
than following in- 
struction on a small 
cell phone screen. 
Currently her 
dance program in- 
cludes ballet, jazz, 
and recently added, 
tap. 

Darcey hopes to 
be back in the 
building together 
with her class later 
in the new school 
year ahead. “It’s 
special when we 
(can) come back to- 
gether.” Because 
yes, itis a real sense 
of loss, with that 
sense of commu- 
nity which can be 
built but is not able 
to happen right 
now. There is an 
energy that people 
give off when work- 
ing so intently and 
closely _ together, 
and that does not 
easily transmit in 
the virtual class- 
rooms. 

The personal dis- 
cipline required for 
developing a musi- 
cal gift and expo- 
sure to 
performance from 
those early years 
with Party Face is a 
strong foundation 
for Darcey. Her 
vocal teacher, Mark 


DuBois, retired 
world-renowned 
tenor, stated that 
she had a world 
class voice. 

“I cannot thank 
Headwaters Arts. 
ODMF, and the 
Dufferin Arts 
Council enough for 
their generous 
scholarship 
awards. This 
money, along with 
my savings, has 
helped me focus on 
my continued stud- 
ies rather than 
worry about tu- 
ition.” 

Darcey will not be 
following her origi- 
nal plans to attend 
Wilfrid Laurier 
University for a 
Bachelors in Music 
upon graduation 
from Randolph 
College. Instead 
she has been taken 
on by Newton 
Landry Manage- 
ment (an excellent 
Toronto agency) 
and will start audi- 
tioning full-time 
when _ following 
graduation in the 
fall of 2021. 

So with a fond 
nod to the Fiddling 
Scarecrow in her 
past, I, for one, 
would like to be in 
that audience when 
the curtains open 
on the next chapter 
of Darcey Baker 
from Melancthan 
and her perform- 
ance career. 


Writers’ collective launches diverse creative training program 


With support from the Hazel 
McCallion Fund for Arts, Cul- 
ture and Heritage at the Com- 
munity Foundation of 
Mississauga, the Toronto Writes 
Collective is launching the Write 
Around Mississauga II program 
to train facilitators to provide 
equitable access to a resource 
that reflects the cultures and cre- 
ativity that is hidden in Missis- 
sauga’s diverse communities. 

Established as a non-profit 
corporation in 2012, the Toronto 
Writers Collective (TWC) has 
trains volunteer facilitators in 
the TWC method designed 
specifically to encourage expres- 


sion in vulnerable communities, 
inspired by the Amherst Writers 
and Artist Method of transfor- 
mational writing. 

Since 2019, workshops, indi- 
vidual and on-going, were held 
at 96 locations, including five in 
Mississauga: public libraries, 
shelters, community centers and 
health care facilities reaching 
out to Indigenous people, the 
homeless and under- housed, 
people living with mental illness, 
abused women, immigrants and 
refugees, youth, elders, mem- 
bers of the 2SLGBTQIAP com- 
munity, and those in conflict 
with the law. 


In Apr. 2020 ,TWC trained 30 
volunteers in the delivery of vir- 
tual workshops, allowing for the 
provision of 140 on-line work- 
shops with more than 400 writ- 
ers sharing 1,110 writing 
experiences. 

The program will train eight 
new facilitators in the proprieto- 
rial TWC method during an in- 
tensive 14-hour weekend 
workshop. Applications to par- 
ticipate in the training program 
are due Sep. 26, and the training 
of facilitators will take place Oct. 
23 - 25). 

This will be followed by 10- 
week workshops held at two-to- 


four community-based organi- 
zations, to introduce members of 
the diverse populations of Mis- 
sissauga to the benefits of ex- 
pressive writing. In addition, a 
one-hour training session will be 
provided to cover the essentials 
of delivering virtual TWC work- 
shops.

“seven” in Latin. 
This was before July 
(Julius Caesar) and 
August (Augustus 
Caesar) were part of 
the calendar. It is 


the third of four 

months to have a 

length of 30 days. 
The symbolism of 


September focuses 
on refocusing our 
energies. The Sep- 
tember Full Moon is 
the Harvest Moon, 
but this particular 
name depends on 
the autumnal equi- 
nox. It is also called 
the Full Corn or Bar- 
ley Moon in Native 
American traditions. 

Corn is ready for 
harvest in Septem- 
ber. In the Northern 
Hemisphere, it sig- 
nals the beginning of 
autumn, while it 
kicks off the spring 
season in the South. 

For those born in 
September, the birth

The September 
birthstone is the blue 
sapphire which is a 
highly valuable gem- 
stone. It is a form of 
corundum, the sec- 
ond-hardest min- 
eral.

grams and maintain 
the safety of road 
users including stu- 


dents, pedestrians, 
cyclists, drivers, and 
ensures they are ac- 
cessible to those 
that use mobility 
devices. 

“Our safety work 
hasn’t stopped. The 
Road Safety Com- 
mittee along with 
City staff have been 
working hard keep 
our roads safe for 
students, cyclists 
and drivers,” said 
Pat Saito, Ward 9 
Councillor and 
Chair of the City’s 
Road Safety Com- 
mittee. “It’s a busy 
time on the roads 
when school starts 
again and we all 
have a responsibil- 
ity to get our stu- 
dents safely to and 
from school.”

tion in and around 
school zones, which 
means safer streets 
for everyone. You 
can use your feet, 
bike, scooter or any 
other form of non- 
motorized vehicle to 
get you to and from 
school. 

Students will 
gradually return to 
school the weeks of 
Sep. 8 and 14 for 
both Peel District 
and Dufferin-Peel 
Catholic schools in a 
staggered approach 
for the 2020 to 2021 


season. This means 
fewer people will be 
in school buildings, 
so. students and 
staff can focus on 
learning and adopt 
new routines and 
safety practices be- 
fore all students re- 
turn.

24 Weeks and Counting Reading in Canada

The phone call 
came on the after- 
noon of Friday, 
Mar. 13. I was in- 
structed by my 
medical _practi- 
tioner to immedi- 
ately go _ into 
self-isolation.

Iam immunosup- 
pressed as a result 
of a Heart Trans- 
plant that occurred 
5 years ago. A sur- 
vivor of H1N1, that 
virus had _ placed 
my heart into fail- 
ure that one and a 
half years later re- 
sulted in the heart 
transplant. 

The advent of a 
new and deadly 
virus like COVID- 
19 only reconciled 
me with my worst 
fears. Viruses can 
kill. I know be- 
cause a virus al- 
most killed me 
before. 

My role as a Vice 
Principal in a 
school in Missis- 
sauga was made 
more complex. In- 


stead of walking 
around the school 
building. Interact- 
ing with young peo- 
ple and fellow staff 
and resolving is- 
sues In person now 
transformed into a 
job I did in front of 
a laptop with a cell 
phone and a head- 
set on. 

We were now em- 
barking in a 
process where a 
school with over 
1,000 students and 
120 staff would be 
transforming into 
an online service. 
This was no small 
feat. 

Each teacher had 
to be trained and 
set up to deliver 
curriculum in an 
online fashion. 

Each teacher 
would have to gain 
the capability to do 
their work from the 
security of their 
own homes. 

In one week al- 
most 7,000 teach- 
ers were trained to 
go online. In all of 
the stories that you 
read and_ hear 
about in regards to 


COVID-19, nothing 
more astounding 
took place than the 
complete transfor- 
mation from bricks 
and mortar to an 
online school in no 
more than two 
weeks. The conver- 
sion was made. 

This great trans- 
formation occurred 
and for the vast 
majority of stu- 
dents they fell in 
line to the new par- 
adigm of educa- 
tional delivery. 

The man _ once 
swooping the halls 
now became the 
voice on the phone 
that would call, dis- 
cuss, cajole and 
even bargain with 
parents and _ stu- 
dents to ensure that 
they all stay on line 
and do the work 
they were capable 
of doing. 

Kids now did not 
have the distrac- 
tions. There was no 
longer a social life. 
Your academics 
were now also ona 
screen. More lati- 
tude but also con- 
finement. Confined 


to your home, your 
room, your com- 
puter screen. 

Connected but 
alone. 

Interacting but 
isolated. 

Online but inside. 

And so you did 
the best you could 
do. To survive and 
to pull up those 
who you felt suf- 
fered the most in 
this time of pan- 
demic. 

You did what you 
could to make it all 
bearable. 

You spent hours 
on the computer 
for the fleeting mo- 
ments of thanks 
and happiness. 

Now we_ were 
learning just how to 
live through a pan- 
demic. 

Trying to keep 
our physical and 
mental minds to- 
gether.

Since retirement, 
Susan has contin- 
ued taking classes 
and workshops 
with various 
artists, such as 
Laurie Skantos 
working with oil 
and cold wax, 
John Peter Reid 
and Laurie Won- 
fornolan with 
acrylics, and _re- 
cently with John 
David Anderson, 
an oil painter. 
Along with the 
workshops, Susan 


tirement, Susan 
had determined 
that art was not 
going to be a pas- 
time. “My plan 
was that I wanted 
to be the best that I 
could be. This was 
a serious pursuit 
(for me).” 

So now she tunes 
the radio to a 
French station, lis- 
tens to music and 
paints almost 
daily. If not paint- 
ing, she is out 
walking, exploring 
favourite haunts, 
using her camera 


tralia, and (had to) 
learn to love the 
trees (in Ontario).” 

Born in the York- 
shire Moors, she 
moved with her 
family to Australia 
where she lived as 
an adolescent. 

When she turned 
20, Susan traveled 
and worked for a 
couple of years in 
Europe on what 
she described as 
“... a working holi- 
day as a barmaid 
in Italy and Bel- 
gium.” 

Today her time 


As our conversa- 
tion turned to dif- 
ferent media and 
techniques, Susan 
became more ani- 
mated in explain- 
ing that she now is 
moving beyond 
“getting the image, 
to developing my 
strokes and focus- 
ing on how I want 
the strokes to look 
... a looser stroke 
which suggests the 
details.” 

She shares that 
she has recently 
moved into work- 
ing with oil paints, 


“lve been threat- 
ening to do that for 
many years.” Ona 
recent camping 
trip she took her 
oil paints with her 
for Plein’ Aire 
work, which she 
loves despite the 
mosquitos. She is 
exploring right 
now, learning with 
this new medium 
and transferring 
her knowledge 
from the previous 
media. 

Almost with a 
sense of wonder 
Susan explains 
how working with 
oils lets you move 
the paint around 
the canvas, take it 
off with a cloth, 
and lay down your 
shapes for a piece’s 


underpainting. 
Whereas with 
acrylics she 


worked in all sizes, 
just starting with 
oil she is working 
small to learn and 
explore the 
medium. 
Currently part of 
a very successful 
show, EAST Greets 
WEST, hanging at 
the Headwaters 
Arts Gallery 
through Oct. 4, 
Susan comments 
that “It’s nice to be 


recognized, it 
helps you to say 
‘keep at it.” She 


does not focus on 
communicating a 
political or social 
message. 

When her work 
sells she hopes that 
it “evokes memory 

. captures emo- 
tion, or to make 
some kind of con- 
nection.” 

And isn’t that 
what stays with us 
when drawn to a 
piece of art? Her 
earlier thought 
lingers with me. 
“Cf it) really en- 
pages you ... if I 

el pulled into it, 
it’s an emotion.” 
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
